My summer outings are invariably 
passe® at the seashore, for I am not 
only fond of the salt air, but of the 
salt water.

‘were making me very uncomfortable 
by trying to get water out of me. 

My first act on recovering my senses 
was to put my band on my _ breast, 
where i\expected to find a gold Mal- 
tese cross that was there when I went 
into the water. [It was gone. Singu 
larly enough my loss crowded out of 
my mind the. fact that I bad barely 
escaped drowning. The cross wus a 
prize { hud won at a swimming match 
when !f was fifteen yeurs old. 1 always 
wore it in the water and never at any 
other time. When If did not find it on 
feeling for it I assumed that it had 
become detached from me while | was 
being brought out of the surf. 

Of course I asked questions as to 
how I came to be rescued. All I could 
learn was that a man saw me from 
the pier, jumped off into the water 
aod swam for me. Before jumping 
he Shouted to those on the beach, xe 
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It be possible that my little cross was 


not under water after all. but had 
fallen into the possession of a stran 
ger? My name was engraved on it 
as well us a statement of bhuw it had 
been wor. Why had this person worn 
it on the tapel of his coat instead of 
on bis wetch charm if indeed he must 
wear it av all?. If 1 could have a look 
at it I could tell whether or not it war 
mine witnout looking at the inscrip- 
tion or the back, I charged Jenny if 
she saw the man who wore it again 
to lenve n> stone unturned to discover 
where he. got it. yt: 
Several of my girl friends knew of 


the matter, and one of them came to 
me one day with a story that she had 
seen & young man at a reception who 
wore on his breast a gold Maltese 
cross, She had taken pains to ask one 
who knew him what it meant and was 
informed that it was a decoration giv- 
en for saving life. 

Naturally this story served to stim- 
ulate thy Interest already excited in 
me with regard to the decoration and 
its wearer. Was there any connection 
between my rescue and this man? [ 
had always regretted not being able to 
express my gratitude to my rescuer, 
and now a wild hope sprang up within 
me that he hud been discovered—dis- 
covered, but not attained. He was 
drifting near me as one ship may drift 
near another In a fog, unseen by me, 
only reported by others. 

One evening at a dance I met and 
received marked attention from one 
Howard Woodruff. 1 told him ‘that

The greatest living-expe t on hali- 
but is Dr. Hjort, head of the Nor- 
wegian fisheries; only forty-six years 
of age, but internationally famous. It 
is the intention of the board to en- 
gage Dr, Hjort to devote his time to 
the investigation of the life and hab- 
its of halibut on the Pacific coast. He 
is expected here about the end of 
September. 

Another question that the biologi- 
cal station at Nanaimo is grappling 
with is why the herring are disap- 
pearing from Pacific waters. Has it 
anything to do with the movement of 
the planxtone life of the sea, that is 
the microscopic animal life on the 
surface of the water? T) ts planxtone 
life may give indications of the mi- 
gration of the halibut constantly fur- 
ther north, 

The sea salmon has neve been de- 
finitely described as to nativity, ma- 
turity and death. Many have guessed 
at these problems, and Prof. Gilbert 
has made important discoveries. 
These are being verified if possible, 
and when scientifically demonstratei 
the facts will be used to conserve the 
salmon. 

The reason why ovsters do not 
seem to thrive whep transplanted 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, whe- 
ther it is due to te seareity or the 
plentifulness of ‘brine in the sea or 
to the temperature of the water; why 
lobsters reproduce their species, but 
their growth seems to be arrested. 
whether they shed their shells. or not 
-—these are some other problems to 
be worked out. ; 

Prof. Willy of McGill University. 
another member of the biological 
board, is going out there on a tour of 
investigation in April, and Mr, Mac- 
allum plans to return in June for a 
longer stay. Both will go out to the 
halibut banks with the halibut fish 
ermen and get first-hand information. 

Dr. Macallum has been interview- 
ing officials of the Provincial Govern- 
ment and the Dominion Fisheries De- 
partment and co-operating with them 
in their work. He sees much good to 
be done for the conservation of the 
Pacific fisheries in the work to his 
hand.

NERVOUS ORATORS. 


|Mere Trifles Will Upset the Most 


Eloquent Speakers. 

It has been said that nervousness 
never forsakes a great speaker and 
the facts to be observed any day in 
the British Commons seem to bear 
out the dictum. 

Cool and collected as he generally 
is, yet Premier Asquith shows his 
nervousness in such circumstances by 
frequently pulling with his right 
hand at the elbow of his coat. 

‘There are few more alluring speak- 
ers, when once he gets into proper 
trim, than Lord Hugh Cecil. But bis 
nervousness is always so keen xt tle 
start of a speech that he stutters and 
gasps as if he were one of the most 
miserable speakers in the House, in- 
stead of one of the most brilliant 
and attractive, 

Mr. Winston Churchill's nervous 
frame of mind never fails to show 
itself clearly in any crisis to those 
who know the form it takes. [his 
consists of tearing into small pieces, 
any large sheet of paper the ruler of 
the Admiralty can manage to get hold 
of. 

You might suppose that such a fin- 
ished and courteous orator as the 
Earl of Rosebery would at any rate 
be free from nervousness. But he 
isn’t, not by any means, You can any 
time ‘‘floor’’ the noble lord — or, at 
least, make his expected speech a

should Omit to have a table or desk 
from him to stand at and bring down 
his hand on whilst he is speakirg. 

Without that favorite adjunct, his 
lordship gets fidgety, seems confused 
in his train of thought, hesitates of- 
ten, and sits down finally with the 
conviction—shared also by you—that 
his speach has been nothing like 
what it ought to have been, nothing 
like what was expected of him. 

His Majesty King George is sub- 
ject to a-certain nervousness, if he is 
interrupted when speaking. Not only 
does the interruption seem to break 
the sequence of his thoughts, but it 
is so unusual a thing that the King 
appears quite incapable afterwards of 
resuming his chat where he left off. 

The friends of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer-know him to be liter- 
ally a bundle of nerves. If you wish 
to cramp his eloquence confine him in 
a narrow space—-say a small pulpit— 
when he has to address a big audi- 
ence. That will do the trick! For Mr. 
Lloyd George’s nervousness’ makes 
him: always on the move; he must 
have room in.which to knock about, 
and plenty of it, or the confined space 
gets on his nerves and upsets him. 

To sooth his mind when he Is 
speaking to a large crowd, Mr..Bal- 
four invariably grips with each hand 
the front lapels of his frock coat, and 
varies that procedure by clasping his 
,hands behind his back, to be follow- 
ed once more, in due course, by the 
first performance. — 


ooh Killed by 8 :ake-Bite, ~ 
Snake bite caused the death of Dr, 
Fox, an Australian scientist, who has 
been in Calcutta for some time de- 
monstrating his cure for snake bite 
before the Indian authorities. Dr. Fox 
was in the habit of experimenting at 
the Zoo, adds a special message, and 
all his essay with gnimals had been 
eminently successfal. The other day 
he had just finished trc \ting a goat 
which had been bitten. He ha. saved 
its life, and was leaning on a '-x 
containing some poisonous snakes, 
when a Krait, one of the most ven- 
omous of Indian snakes escaped, and, 
attacking him, inflicted five pinctures 
on his wrist. Dr. Fox smilingly in- 
cised four of the punctures, but the 
fifth escaped his notice. He after- 
wards had lunch, and transacted var- 
fous business, Late in the afternoon, 
however, symptoms of poisoning dex 
veloped, and the tihy fifth punctu 
wal then discovered. It was, how- 
ever, too late to remedy the fatal 
error, as the antidote is only opera- 
tive when applied immedi tely. Dr. 
Fox died about eight p.m, 


Men and Earrings. 

Earrings were largely affected in 
England by the male courtiers of the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries 
—a fashian which seems to have 
been imported from Spain'and which 
mightily shocked the Puritans. Us- 
ually only one ear was ornamented, 
as in the portrait of the Earl of Som- 
erset in the National gallery. The 
Duke of Buckingham was famous fer 
his diamond earrings, while other 
great men who followed this mode 
were Shakespeare and Sir Walter 
Raleigh, 
The last notable example of men 
wearing earrings seems to have been 
Charleg I. himself, who hung a 
large pearl in his left ear, which he 
presented upon the scaffold to a faith- 
ful follower. 


London and Paris. 
There ts evidence ‘to show that 
London was a considerable town be- 
fore the Roman invasion. Its Celtie 
name was Lyndin (lake fort). Taci- 
tus, in the first century, calls it Lon- 
dinium and describes it as a flourish- 
ing place. The earliest notice of 
Paris is in Caesar's “Commentaries.” 
Caesar called it Lutetia and described 
it as a collection of mud huts, Lute- 
tia began in the fourth century to be 


known as Parisia or Paris, and in the’ 


sixth century was selected by Clovis 
as the seat of government, Of the 
two cities London is undoubtedly the 
more ancient, though how much old- 
er it is impossible to say. 


PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 


Bronchial Diseases. 

A young Italian physician, Dr. 
D’Alutolo, was the first scientifie 
student to call attention to the 
healing power of laughter ts 
bronchial diseases. He declared 
this ‘ore the Medico-Chirurgt- 
cal ty of Italy and backed 
up the statement by producing 
patients cured entirely and sole- 
ly by laughter purposely provok- 
ed. It seems that the shaking 
of the sides aids the expulsion 
of secretion and permits the oxy- 
gen of the air to dry up and heal 
the diseased cells. And not mere- 
ly in lung diseases is it efficact 
ous, for the side splitting laugh- 
ter loosens the particles of de- 
cayed matter in the muscles and 
hastens their discharge through 
the lymphatics. Thus disease 
germs are carried off and the 
whole body is stronger and more 
immune from contagion. 


NOISY COLORS. 


Sounds That Light Gives Out Whea 
Blended With Various Hues. 

It is no unusual thing to see a ray of 
light, but have you ever heard one? 
Recent experiments, described in Har 
per’s Weekly, prove that a beam of 
light can, undef certain conditions, 
produce perfectly clear and distinc® 
sounds, 

A ray of sunlight is thrown throug® 
a lens on a glass vessel that contains 
Inampblack, colored silk or worsted. A 
disk with slits or openings cut in it fe 
made to revolve swiftly in this beam 
of light so as to “cut it up” and cause 
alternate flashes of light and shadow. 
When you place yout ear to the glass 
vessel you hear strange sounds as long 
as the flashing beam falls upon the 
vessel. 

A still more extraordinary effect is 
produced when the beam Of sunlight 
is made to pass through a prism go as 
to produce the solar spectrum. The 
disk is turned rapidly, and the colored 
light of the rainbow breaks through it 
and falls on the glass vessel. Now if 
you place your ear to the glass you will 
hear sounds from certain parts of the 
spectrum, but none from the others. 

For example, if the .yessel contains 
red worsted and the green‘ light flash- 
és upon it quite loud sounds will be 
given out. Only feeble sounds will be 
heard when the red and biue ends of 
the spectrum fall upon the vessel. Oth- 
er colors produce no sounds at all 
Green silk gives out sound best in a 
red light. Every kind of material gives 
more or less sound in different colorg 
and no sound at all in others.

The new fashion, on the other 
hand, is stoutly defended by Mr. 
Willie Clarkson, whose show-cases 
are packed with wax models wearing 
wigs of the new hair, the favorite 
colors being blue,’ green, pink and 
purple in fifty or more shades. 

“Colored hair is certainly becom- 
ing,”’ said Mr. Clarkson, “and for 
myself I frankly fail to see why any 
woman of taste or refinement should 
object to wear a4 wig of colored hair 
any more than she would object to 
wear a colored costume, or even col- 
ored boots. : 

“We are filling very large orders 
for the wigs from Paris, where, they 
are all the rage in the fashionable 


‘world, and London ind-New York 


are not very far behind in their de- 
mands. We have already sold a 
large quantity in London not only to 
Pra esses, but to ladies in private 
ife. 

“A good average price for a color- 
edi wig made of human hair is ten 
guineas, while a wig, made of pre- 
pared hair may be obtained for half 
that: sum.

Mr. Clarkson added that at one 
theatre in Paris actresses who wore 
colored wigs had caused the coats of 
their pet dogs to be dyed the same 
hues. . 

One of the first actresses on the 
“legitimate” stage in London to wear 
the new colored coiffure is Miss 
Madge McIntosh, who appears as 
Strega Thundridge in Mr. Bernard 
Shaw’s curtain-raiser, “The Music 
Cure,” at the Little Theatre, in a 
grass-green wig. 

“It suddenly struck me at one of 
the réhearsals that | needed a green 
wig to complete my costume,” said 
Miss McIntosh, 

“Mr. Shaw and Mr. Kenelm Foss 
said ‘Try it!’ and when I obtained a 
green wig and put it on they said 
‘Splendid!’ So here it is, and the 
public seem to like it. 

“I do not believe colored wigs will 
ever become popular in private life, 
for two reasons. The first is that 
they are too expensive for people of 
modest means. It is all very well to 
argue that one pays as much for a 
hat, but a hat is a necessity, and a 
green wig is not. 

“The secopd reason is that in 
order to wear a colored wig, a wo- 
man would have to dress specially 
for it, and even have the rooms in 
her home overhauled and redecor- 
ated to harmonize with the coif- 
fure.”

THE “COCK LAIRDS.” 


In Years Gone By They Were Very 
Common In Scotland. 


The suggestion that small proprie- 
tors should be planted on the land of 
Scotland recalls the class of a former 
day known as “cock lairds.” The 
cock-laird has been drawn to the life 
by! Sir Walter Scott, R. L. Stevenson, 
and ‘others—with his thrift, his cool 
courage and canny wit, his Christian- 
ity and common-sense, and his pride 
and patriotism. 

He made history, especially in the 

Lowlands, where we find cock-lairds 
thickly planted in early days—‘Sae 
ecahty, kind, and croose.” 
_ His land might be some hundreds 
or; only a few acres, but a cock-laird 
was a landowner who cultivated his 
own land. If a farm was only ten 
acres or less he was a ‘“‘wee cock- 
laird,”” and managed to do all the 
work with the help of his family. If 
large, the laborers were planted in 
cottages close to the farm house, and 
sometimes such a farm-toon, bit by 
bit. rose into a small village. Other 
cottages stood not farfrom the farm 
house, where the laborer had a gar- 
den and a cow's grass. At harvest, in 
the slow days of cutting with the 
hook, the cottagers and neighbors 
helped in the grain of giff-gaff 
fashion, 

This ‘‘neeborliness” bound a coun- 
try-side together, and let the cock- 
laird put two pennies in his pooch, to 
“creep thegether.”” Cock-lairds, big 
and wee, seldom paid in money, but 
nearly always in fodder for the poor 
man’s cow or a pickle wool for the 
guidwife to spin in the winter nights, 
This meant a bargain on voth sides. 

There were many more of these 
cock-lairds in the Lowlands than in 
the Highlands, and from his peculiar- 
ity may be traced how much more in- 
dependent and advanced the people 
of the Lowlands were in the days of 
the old Scottish Parliament. 

Cock-lairds of the very ‘wee’ kind 
were always adepts at getting some- 
thing to doin leisure moments. One 
would be an expert in killing and 
cutting up a bacon pig, another would 
be rather clever in making very good 
baskets out of the willows that grew 
in a corner of his field, and a third 
would be coal carter and general 
carrier. 

Work ‘in the woods would some- 
times be got, and such men were of- 
ten good at hurdle making, while 
others would take a great pleasure 
in making ornamental bits of furni- 
ture out of tree roots; etc. Sea fish- 
ing is sometimes a side industry in 
suitable localities, and ferreting and 
digging out rabbits for farmers in 
others. 

Generally industrious, as they exist 
to-day, the “twee cock-lairds,” are 
fairly prosperous, being not afraid of | 
a bit of work. If they are sometimes 
over-thrifty, and inclined to peevish- 
ness, it must be remembered that life 
is a pretty stiff argument to them, 
and requires the exercise of much in- 
dependence of thought ard action. 
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A Ghost Is at Work, 


A haunted station is causing a 
deal of excitement in police circles 
in Calcutta just now.

Bazar 
Thana, have time and again beén 
related, but the strangest experience 
heard of is that which occurred re- 
eently at the same place.

CORD BEDS OF OLD 


Traps In Whose Bulbous Depths 
Sleep Was Once Wooed. 


PUTTING ONE UP WAS AGONY. 


The Job Required the Services of 
Two or Three Husky Men and Was 
an Athletic Feat Beside Which a 
Wrestling Match Was Child’s Play. 


“I came across a bed wrench at s 
second hand curiosity shop uptown the 
other day,” said an old timer, “and it . 
took me back to the boyhood days at 
one jump. 

“Don't know what a bed wrench is? 
Of course you don't. Nobofly born of 
this generation dves. That's because 
they never bad to put up a cord bed- 
stead—had the privilege of sleeping in 
the bed it held. 

“The cord bedstead was a joy. Next 
to putting up the stovepipe or putting 
down the carpet with the base of a 
flatiron for a hummer to pound the 
leather headed tacks in with, the as 
sembling of the cord bedstead of our 
daddies was the job that called for the 
most peremptory giving of all the 
Christian virtues a vacation until the 
job was done. 

“The cord bedstead was the favorite 
bedstead of commerce in those days. 
Briefly described, there were four 
posts of any height or girth to suit the 
person or his pocket. Anywhere from 
three to four feet from the floor a hole 
was bored in two sides of each post 
facing each other when the footboard 
and headboard posts were stood up te 
be connected. The holes were bored 
with a thread to take the screw out on 
the ends of the connecting pleces at 
the sides and ends of the bedstead. 

“These connecting pieces were round, 
and on what was to be the top of them 
when the bedstend was set up was & 
row of pegs shaped like so many mushb- 
rooms. A hole about an inch in diame- 
ter ran through each of the four com 
necting pieces. When the bedstead was 
assembled by the fitting of the con- 
necting pieces into the holes in the 
posts and screwed up tight and in 
place by means of a stoyt stick thrust 
through the holes in the round pieces 
the bed was ready to be corded up, and 
then the wrench came into play. 

“Tbe bed wrench was something like 
a stout wooden hand vise. The cord, a 
rope like a clothesline, but of better 
quality, was run around the musbroom 
like pegs. which were a few inches 
apart, and lengthwise and crosswise 
from connecting piece to connecting 
piece, like a big meshed net. 

“But the cord couldn't be drawn taut 
enough with the hands, and so daddy 
or big brother Rill, or perhaps the 
hired man, grabbed the wrench, tan- 
gied it up somewhere in a part of the 
cord where the tautening up process 
was to begin and by persistent_lever- 
age around and about the bedstead at 
last wrenched the cord to a condition 
of satisfactory tautness, and the tu- 
mult and the shouting died. 

“For don’t go away with the idea that 
the work of setting up that cord bed- 
stead was accomplished with the ease 
and in the brief time that it takes to 
tell about ft. It generally required two 
or three capable persons to tackle the 
job with any hope of succeeding with 
it, for in the way of refractory. dispost- 
tion and demoniacal perversity the 
cord bedstead @f the daddies had the 
breechy cow in the garden skinned a 
mile. | have known the good wife to 
take the children and go down in the 
cellar while the old man and his aids 
were dallying with the cord bedstead 
in an effort to set it up and giving it 
their opinion of it as it wabbled and 
slid and careened and skidded at tense 
and critical stages of the getting of it 
tugether,

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WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years eld, may home- 

stead a quarter-section of ay: ‘ailable Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba,’ Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agenty 
or Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
j any Local Agent of Dominion Lands (not 
sub agent), on certain conditions, 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his Uatedaleal cna 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain use 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, exce apt when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 


In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties.—Six months re- 
sidence in cach of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and fifty acres extra cultivation. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. . Price $3. 60 
por acre.
